New Campaign Slogan Growing: ‘You Got Me; I Dunno’ 


. WASHINGTON, Oct. 
There’a a new all-American cam­ 
paign slogan which the voters 
have thought np all by them­ 
selves. 
. The Democrats parade under a 
banner proclaiming "You never 
had it so good." The Republicans 
keep harping on "It’s time for a 
change." 
And, to nobody's surprise, the 
politicians on both sides are pre­ 
dicting a victory big as all out­ 
doors for their candidate. 


But with election now less than 
a week away, the most astonish­ 
ing fact of the campaign is the 
general uncertainty about the 
outcome. 
Outside the professional politi­ 
cal ranks it's almost an event to 
find a man willing to answer pos­ 
itively the question: Who's gonna 
win? 
You hear the same answer so 
often it seems to have become a 
national slogan: "You got me; I 
dunno." 


It's 
a 
bewilderment 
which 
seems to come equally from 
those who are going to vote for 
Gen. 
Dwight 
Eisenhower 
and 
from Gov. Adlai Stevenson's sup­ 
porters. 
Quite a change from 1948 when 
everyone, except President Tru­ 
man and a few like-minded and 
hardy 
people, 
thought 
Gov. 
Thomas Dewey was a cinch. 
Since sticking your neck out 
twice in a row can become a silly 


occupation, self • consciousness 
about the 1948 mistake may have 
made everyone cautious now. 
But even the experts who have 
traveled with both candidates are 
pussy-footing on this one. 
And the poll reports show cau­ 
tion in the Nth degree. They 
dwell on what would have hap­ 
pened, say, a month ago. But 
nary a prediction on what's com­ 
ing next Tuesday. 
And, adding to the confusion Is 
not only the size but the noise of 


the crowds which have been turn­ 
ing out for Eisenhower and Stev­ 
enson alike. 
Stories from the correspondents 
traveling with the two men re­ 
peatedly have used one word to 
describe the crowds* enthusiasm: 
Howling. 
* 
Still, the general timidity about 
next Tuesday's results should 
add to the national merriment if 
one candidate wins by a land­ 
slide. 
First to emerge from hiding the 


day after election day will be the 
"I told you so" characters whose 
only pre-election prediction was: 
"Search me, pai." 
Apd, if the result Is one-sided, 
it will be worth waiting for to see 
.the experts wrestle with them­ 
selves and one another in lengthy 
explanations of why the result 
should have been clear and was 
inevitable anyway. 
Maybe it will take a tragedy in 
some future campaign — like a 


presidential candidate collapsing 
or dying from exhaustion — to 
awaken the politicians to a reali­ 
zation the campaigns have lasted 
too long. 
In Britain candidates campaign 
for about three weeks. That may 
be too short in a country this big. 
But here the campaigns spread 
over almost three months and 
that seems too long and too in­ 
human. 
There hasn't been a candidate 
In any American campaign, in­ 


cluding this, who couldn’t any all 
be bad to say in a let leaa time. 
This campaign la a fine examp­ 
le of why every four yean our 
presidential races are too long. 
Both Eisenhower and Stevenson 
are repeating themselves. 
But politicians, who can't he ac­ 
cused of originality if It means 
tinkering with 
something that 
worked before, are firm believ­ 
ers in doing things as they were 
always done.

South Koreans Capture Hill 
Seventh Time In Last 16 Days 


SEOUL, Oct. 29— 
South Ko­ 
rean infantrymen in savage close-1 
quarter fighting Wednesday forced 
a battalion of Chinese Reds off the 
crest of bloody Sniper Ridge for 
the seventh time in 16 days. 
The Roks, driven off its high- i 
est peak — Pinpoint Hill — late 
Tuesday night, began t h e i r 
counterattack at dawn. 
Slowly they clawed back up the 
slopes. They 
gouged 
out 
small j 
gains with hand grenade barrages, j 
then grappled hand-to-hand with 
the Reds in bunkers and trenches. 
The central front crest was se­ 
cured at 10 a. m. Then the Roks 
began a tortuous advance north­ 
ward 
along 
the 
narrow, 
shell- 
scarred ridge, scene of the longest 
continuous battle since Heartbreak 
Ridge last November. 
Roaring artillery barrages pound­ 
ed the retreating Reds.

GEN. MARK CLARK, 
touring 
Korea, 
congratulated 
Lt. 
Gen. 
Chung II Kwon, South Korean com­ 
mander, for the "magnificent fight­ 
ing" demonstrated by his men. 
The Reds pounded U. S. 7th Di­ 
vision troops on nearby Triangle 
Hill with artillery and mortar fire 
during the night. There was no 
contact by ground forces. 
Fighting flared briskly elsewhere 
along the 155-mile front as temp­ 
eratures dropped tp a chilling 35 
degrees. 
Groups of up to 175 Reds jabbed 
into Allied lines at five places 
southeast of Kumsong on the cen­ 


tral front: By midafternoon all at­ 
tacks had been repulsed. 
In contrast to the vicious bat­ 
tle for Sniper, 
Allied 
soldiers 
seized one hill position without a 
fight Wednesday. 
Chinese Reds had battled grimly 
for the hill, near Iron Horse Moun­ 
tain, all day Tuesday, but'there 
was no resistance when the UN 
troops approached Wednesday. 
Measured by Red casualties, the 
fighting this month is the heaviest 
since last November. The U. S. 
Eighth Army said 27,096 Reds were 
killed, wounded or captured in the 
first three weeks of October. Last 
November the toll was 44,729. 
Allied warplanes pounded Com­ 
munist positions at the front and 
deep in North Korea Wednesday.

THE FLEDGLING South Korean 
air force launched the first all- 
Rok close support strikes of the 
war. 
Ten B29 Superforts Wednesday 
dropped 80 tons of 500-pound bombs 
on a Communist military head­ 
quarters near Sopo, on the out­ 
skirts of the Red Korean capital of 
Pyongyang. Pilots reported large 
explosions. 
B26 Invader bombers attacked 
Red supply centers behind the lines 
Tuesday night. Marine and Air 
Force fighter - bombers Tuesday 
dumped 7,000 gallons of jellied gas­ 
oline on a Communist supply area 
east of Sinmak near the Korean 
west coast. Pilots said tnore than 
15 buiidings were destroyed.

4. The charter system "deprives 
a man of his right to vote” for 
enough of the top city officers to 
insure safe control for the taxpay­ 
ers.

"EVERY TIME the question of 
costs has come up," Cook said, 
"the charter crowd replies that no­ 
body can say how much it will cost 
until the plan is actually tried. 
"If that’s the case, it means that 
everyone who votes for the charter 
is voting to give out a blank check 
on the city finances. They say. in 
effect, that’s the only way they 
can start it operating! 
"We all know that a person cer­ 
tainly doesn’t make a practice of 
doing that in private business af­ 
fairs, so w?hy should they ask us to 
do it in public affairs? 
"Supposing the city 
charter 
were in effect and they set up a 
budget—as they’d have to do at 
the beginning. Then supposing as 
the months went by they discov­ 
ered they dHhtk have henough 
money set aside to 
maintain 
operations. 
"They couldn I cut the salary of 
the city manager, but they certain­ 
ly would be forced to cut deeply in 
the lower levels—bringing about a 
reduction in services, breeding con­ 
fusion in the whole municipal struc­ 
ture and very likely bringing a nui- 
i sance tax into the picture as the 
only wray out of the chaos." 
On the voting system as proposed 
i under the charter, Cook said he 
1 has "no objection to the petition 
1 plan itself,” but warns that it could 
“spread out the voting" to such an 
extent that men would be elected 
without a significant total cast in 
| their behalf.

"A GREAT MANY persons could 
have petitions circulated and then 
run for council," he declared. "The 
number, for example, could be as 
high as 35. Surely then, with the to­ 
tal votes spread over such a num­ 
ber, it’s very unlikely that the win­ 
ners could have a majority." 
Cook pointed out that "in the 
southern states they often have 
run-off elections until somebody 
comes up with 50 percent of the 
vote, but under the charter there is 
no such provision for election. 
"The men elected could be elect­ 
ed with less than 25 percent of the 
vote! 
"I know it’s true the charter 
crowd talks about how this would 
be avoided by having only the high 
calibre men run for office. First /f 
all, they ignore the fact that any-

Ike Says Denis Bare Secret 
Document; Adlai Raps GOP 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29—bB-Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower and Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson both campaigned in the 
New York fcity area Wednesday, 
each going all-out foi support as 
the tell-tale Nov. 4 election grows 
nearer and nearer. 
In his campaign here, Republi­ 
can Eisenhower charged that a 
"top secret document" on Korea 
is being used against him by his 
political enemies. 
At the same time, Democrat 
Stevenson accused the general of 
a "sordid triumph of expediency 
over principle." 
In his accusation, Eisenhower did 
not identify the "top secret docu­ 
ment" other than to say it came 
from the Defense Department. 
In a program broadcast nation­ 
ally Tuesday night by radio and 
television, he said: 
"This morning, there was a very 
significant item in the paper. It 
was this: There was quoted a top 
secret document of the American 
] Defense Department. How it got 


there, we will never know, prob­ 
ably. 
"There was a military estimate 
made in September, 1947, and it 
had this conclusion—the military 
occupation of South Korea is not 
essential to the security of the 
United States." 
He asked his audience: 
"And how was a top secret docu­ 
ment released? Wouldn’t you like 
to know? Many Americans would."

$400 Million Project 
To Bo Shored By Unit 
In Southern Indiana 


NEW YORK, Oct 29 — (Jt-The 
world’s largest steam-electrie gen­ 
erating stations will be built near 
Gallipolis, Ohio, and Madison, Ind., 
to supply electricity to the new at» 
omic center in Pike County, Ohio. 
In Columbus, O., Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche said he understood the 
Ohio generating plant would be sit­ 
uated on an 800-acre site ne* 
Cheshire, Gallia County, 11 mL 
northeast of Gallipolis. 
Fifteen private electric eoaip» 
aiiies, including the Coinmh— 
and Southern Ahta KlecMc Co., 
which 4 r v W * l IrclevUle *M»ied 
forces to construct the greatest 
single block of power iu the In» 
dustry's history. 
They have been planning the sta­ 
tions for months. Sites of the huge 
plants, however, were 
for the first time Wednesday. 
The group of companies recently 
formed the Ohio Valley Electric 
Co. to carry out the project due te 
cost $400 million. 
Construction of the plant near 
Gallipolis will be handled by Ohio 
Valley and the Madison plant hf 
Indiana-Kentucky Electrie Corp., 
an Ohio Valley subsidiary. 
They chose Philip Sporn, presi­ 
dent of American Gas and Electrie 
Co., as head of both companies.

THE GENERATING stations will 
re­ 
quirements of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s $1.2 billion uranium 
diffusion plant, still to be built ia 
Pike County. They will be called 
upon to provide 15 billion kilowatt 
hours annually. 
The enormity of this power re­ 
quirement is shown by the follow­ 
ing comparisons. 
Fifteen billion kilowatt hours is 
roughly 25 per cent more than the 
current annual consumption of New 
York City with its eight million 
people. 
And It is roughly two-thirds uf 
the annual electric power con­ 
sumption of the entire highly iu- 
dustriaiixed state of Ohio. 
It was estimated that 7V* million 
tons of coal will be needed at the 
generating

Outside the professional politi­ 
cal ranks it’s almost an event to 
find a man willing to answer pos­ 
itively the question: Who’s gonna 
win? 
You hear the sam e answer so 
often it seem s to have become a 
national slogan: “ You got me; I 
dunno.”

bewilderment 
which 
seem s 
to 
come 
equally 
from 
those who are going to vote for 
Gen. 
Dwight 
Eisenhower 
and 
from Gov. Adlai Stevenson’s sup­ 
porters. 
Quite a change from 1948 when 
everyone, except President Tru­ 
man and a few like-minded and 
hardy 
people, 
thought 
Gov. 
Thomas Dewey was a cinch. 
Since sticking your neck out 
twice in a row can become a silly 


occupation, 
self - consciousness 
about the 1948 mistake may have 
made everyone cautious now. 
But even the experts who have 
traveled with both candidates arr 
pussy-footing on this one. 
And the poll reports show cau­ 
tion in 
the 
Nth 
degree. 
They 
dwell on what would have hap 
pened, say, a month 
ago. 
But 
nary a prediction on what’s com ­ 
ing next Tuesday. 
And, adding to the confusion Is

Maybe it will take a tragedy in 
some future campaign — like a 


presidential candidate collapsing 
or dying from 
exhaustion — to 
awaken the politicians to a reali­ 
zation the campaigns have lasted 
too long. 
In Britain candidates campaign 
for about three weeks. That may 
be too short in a country this big. 
Rut here the campaigns spread 
over almost three

There hasn’t been a candidate 
in any American campaign, in­ 


cluding this, who couldn't say all 
he bad to say in a lot less time. 
This campaign is a fine examp­ 
le of why every four years our 
presidential races are too long.

the 
city 
must be a doctor of medicine, and 
that the mayor shall be president 
of the board. In order to make the 
city and county equal in the num­ 
ber of votes each has on the board. 
it is provided that the mayor shall 
vote only in the event of a tie vote. 
The occupant of the office of 
mayor, as that office is created and 
established by the 
charter,

tract referred to above provides 
that the board of commissioners 
shall consist of the same m ember­ 
ship as the board of governors.

They have been planning the sta­ 
tions for months.

The group of companies recently 
formed the Ohio Valley 
Electric 
Co. to carry out the project due Ie 
cost $400 million. 
Construction of the

Gallipoli* will be handled by Ohio 
Valley and the Madison plant by 
Indiana Kentucky Electric 
Corp., 
an Ohio Valley subsidiary.

THE GENERATING stations will 
supply the full electric power re­ 
quirements of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s $1.2 billion uranium 
diffusion plant, still to be built in 
Pike County. They will be called 
upon to provide 15 billion kilowatt 
hours annually. 
The enormity of this power re­ 
quirement is shown by the follow­ 
ing comparisons. 
Fifteen billion kilowatt hours is 
roughly 25 per cent more than the 
current annual consumption of New 
York City with its

people. 
And it is roughly two-thirds of 
the annual electric 
power con­ 
sumption of the entire highly in­ 
dustrialized state of Ohio.

“CIRCLEVILLE’S population is 
now concentrated heaviest in the 
northern sections of the city.

“ It would be possible—just to il­

Touching upon this point, Cook 
said:

“Also, at the time the charter 
commission was selected, the wide­ 
spread impression among the vot 
ers was that it was being set up 
merely to study different forms of 
government— charter, commission 
or some closer variation of what 
we have now. There was no gener­ 
al idea at that time that the voters 
were casting their ballots for the 
charter plan as now proposed.” 
• • • 
COOK WAS asked if. regardless j 
of disputed merits, the charter plan 
isn’t worth a trial. It was pointed 
out the plan could be discarded if 
the voters decided they didn’t like 
the results. 
“Ifs a lot harder to junk the 
charter plan than anyone realizes,” 
he said. “ While ifs true that could 
be done through referendum, there 
are many uncertain factors that 
could come into such 
a 
picture. 
And it would depend a good deal on 
what sort of cooperation you wer% I 
getting out of city council.” 
Cook declared the charter plan 
“comes dangerously close to what 
I term an oligarchy. And I’m not 
interested in an oligarchy. I’m in­ 
terested in promoting Democracy. 
“Whenever a crisis comes in any 
government—as for example it did 
for the nation in tly days of 193$— 
the only way ifs most satisfactori­ 
ly settled is by spreading the base 
of the Democracy and not by con­ 
tracting it. 
“By ’spreading the base of De­ 
mocracy,’ I mean to set up me­ 
thods by which the people can gov­ 
ern their own way out of their 
problems. And I feel they’re capa­ 
ble of doing just that.”

SHOOTING TOO GOOD? 
FASCINATING IN ITS incompleteness is 
a brief news story, about a Frank Walsh 


o f West Hempstead, N. Y., who fired a bul­ 
let in anger into his television set. Did he 
shoot for the right reasons? 
There have been times when others felt 
similar impulses, always s t e r n l y sup­ 
pressed as the cost of a new picture tube 
passed through their mind. All such per­ 
sons could take vicarious satisfaction in 
the act of Mr. Walsh—if they could be re­ 
assured as to his motives. 
If he did shoot at the image of a politi­ 
cian, Mr. Walsh may be one of those eccen­ 
tric characters who look at and listen oc­ 
casionally to programs that are not polit­ 
ical, and he may simply have disliked the 
show. If that’s the explanation, he’s en­ 
titled to the benefit of the doubt: the odds 
are at least 47 to one that shooting is too 
good for it.

He 
may sinhply have disliked TV, or he may 
have been contemplating its performance 
and meditating dourly on the vagaries of 
service contracts.

CHILDREN WITH ULCERS 
STATEMENT OF DR. BERTRAM R. 
Girdany, University of Pittsburgh pediat­ 
rics professor, that a startling number of 
small children have ulcers due to nervous­ 
ness should shake Americans out of any 
complacency they may have. 
Several years ago scientific tests were 
conducted in the lower grades of the Brook­ 
lyn schools with the finding that approxi­ 
mately 20 per cent of the youngsters would 
probably have mental disorders when they 
grew up. 
Many children develop nervousness as a 
result of irritable parents and discords in 
home life. They hear too much about the 
A-bomb menace against which there is no 
defense. Too much of their mechanical en­ 
tertainment is on the lurid side. 
What an indictment that is of the envir­ 
onment adults create for children. Unless 
adults make a major effort to regain peace 
of mind and calmness of spirit their chil­ 
dren will be heirs of the present-day neur- 
otism compounded many times. If adults 
want to make the world livable for chil­ 
dren, it is time to begin to create an en­ 
vironment in which tlje young don’t get ul­ 
cers. 


It would be an advantage in any political 
campaign if the ad hominem argument 
were discarded. The use of it generally 
makes candidates sound like noisy fish­ 
wives and adds nothing to the enlighten­ 
ment of the people. The present campaign 
has reduced itself to a slugging m a t c h 
over personalities. 
One of the arguments that I see u s e d 
constantly is that General Eisenhower sur­ 
rendered to Senator Taft. This involves an 
assumption that Senator Taft was either an 
ideological or a personal enemy of General 
Eisenhower. Actually, the most that can be 
said is that Taft is a Republican, leader of 
his party in the United States Senate, and 
a contender for the Republican nomination 
for the Presidency. His party regularity 
has never been in doubt. 
At no time has Senator Taft denied Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower’s right to be a candidate. 
If a personal schism developed, it w a s 
over the conduct of Governor Dewey, n o t 
over the conduct of General Eisenhower. 
Yet, knowing Senator Taft intimately, I 
would say that were Tom Dewey a candi­ 
date for President, Taft would be on his 
team because he firmly believes in the two 
party system and recognizes that a party 
cannot be subject, in a free society, to dic­ 
tation by an individual but is a meeting of 
the minds on general principles, with a rec­ 
ognition of differences in s^pprdach a n d 
methods to be employed. 
It is customary for a contender w h o 
failed, to wait for the successful nominee 
to invite his active support. This is done in 
both parties. The only difference in 1952 
was that Eisenhower had never been in 
politics before and had less contact than is 
usual with the active leaders of the party. 
He had been a soldier and in recent years 
had been engaged in war and preparation 
for war outside the country. 
Therefore, Senator Taft desired, if Eisen­ 
hower was willing, to discuss party affairs, 
personalities, relations and past perform­ 
ances. This was done at the famous con­ 
ference at Morningside Drive in New York. 
At that moment, a schism existed in the 
Republican Party arising from causes that 
go back to 1932. That schism had been con­ 
tinuous since 1932 and each year became 
more intense. It was not a fight over funda­ 
mental principles, except the degree of 
American intervention in European affairs. 
It largely arose out of defeat and was stim­ 
ulated by continued defeat. Involved also 
was a growing repugnance within the Re­ 
publican Party for the continued and in­ 
creasing domination by New York, i t s 
bankers, its industrialists and its so-called 
intellectuals connected with national mag­ 
azines. 
With much of this, General Eisenhower 
was vaguely familiar. He was nominated 
because of his record in the American 
Army at war, not because of his record as 
a Republican politician. Taft, as is his hab­ 
it, puts his ideas on paper; maybe, it is a 
habit arising from Yankee thrift. That doc­ 
ument was not an ultimatum to Eisenhow­ 
er; Taft had already agreed to active par­ 
ticipation in the campaign and part of his 
speaking schedule had already been ar­ 
ranged and announced by the Republican 
National Committee. It was a statement of

Seek Hormone to Help Heart '*• 


By HUMAN N. BUNOKSEN, M.D. 
TREATMENTS w ith horm ones 
have given us new and better 
ways of handling m any diseases. 
In fact, it has been said th a t we 
are living in the age of horm ones. 
Hormones are substances m an­ 
ufactured by certain glands in 
the body, and put by them into 
the blood stream . The blood ca r­ 
ries them to different parts of the 
body, where they regulate such 
activities as emotions, growth and 
sexual functions. 
M aking Up Lack 
W hen the body haa a shortage 
of necessary horm ones they can 
sometimes be supplied by m outh 
or injections. In this way they are 
used to treat diseases th a t come 
from the lack of hormones. 
A rthritis has been helped w ith 
certain horm ones from the pitui­ 
tary gland and th e adrenal gland. 
Certain types of cancer, such as 
cancer of the prostate in men, 
ar« helped trem endously w ith fe­ 
male sex hormones. 
Most everyone knows about the 
horm one insulin, w hich is essen­ 
tial to the proper use of starches 
and sugars in the body. 
Hormone Search 
• 
'S cien tists are now searching 
for a horm one th a t m ay prove 
helpful to people w ith h eart 
trouble. Numerous extracts havs 
been obtained from h eart m us­ 
cles and different organs, and 
th eir effect tested on the h eart in 


the hope they may contain th e 
desired hormone. 
One such solution was obtained 
from extracts taken from h eart 
and blood vessel tissues. Patients 
with heart failure, angina pec­ 
toris, or severe high blood pres­ 
sure were then given fairly large 
doses of this heart muscle extract 
by mouth. 
Half Showed Improvement 
A total of 58 patients were 
tested in this way, about half this 
num ber showing a fair am ount of 
improvement. Many of the pa­ 
tients found they could stand 
more physical exertion arfter tak ­ 
ing the drug. In some it seduced 
the number of heart attacks, and 
relieved pain and other distress­ 
ing symptoms. 
At present this drug cannot re­ 
place the treatm ent of heart dis­ 
ease with digitalis, m ercury and 
other excellent drugs. Time alone 
will tell if it Is the key in helping 
many patients to recover through 
hormone 
treatm ents 
for 
the 
heart.

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SHOOTING TOO GOOD? 
FASCINATING IN ITS incompleteness is 
ct brief news story, about a Frank Walsh 
of West Hempstead, N. Y., who fired a bul­ 
let in anger into his television set. Did he 
shoot for the right reasons? 
There have been times when others felt 
similar impulses, always s t e r n l y sup­ 
pressed as the cost of a new picture tube 
passed through their mind. All such per­ 
sons could take vicarious satisfaction in 
the act of Mr. Walsh—if they could be re­ 
assured as to his motives. 
If he did shoot at the image of a politi­ 
cian, Mr. Walsh may be one of those eccen­ 
tric characters who look at and listen oc­ 
casionally to programs that are not polit­ 
ical, and he may simply have disliked the 
show. If that’s the explanation, he’s en­ 
titled to the benefit of the doubt: the odds 
are at least 47 to one that shooting is too 
good for it. 
Walsh may have read Orwell’s “ 1984 ’ 
and decided to nip this thing in the bud. He 
may sirhply have disliked TV, or he may 
have been contemplating its performance 
and meditating dourly on the vagaries of 
service contracts. 


CHILDREN WITH ULCERS 
STATEMENT OF DR. BERTRAM R. 
Girdany, University of Pittsburgh pediat­ 
rics professor, that a startling number of 
small children have ulcers due to nervous­ 
ness should shake Americans out of any 
complacency they may have. 
Several years ago scientific tests were 
conducted in the lower grades of the Brook­ 
lyn schools with the finding that approxi­ 
mately 20 per cent of the youngsters would 
probably have mental disorders when they 
grew up. 
Many children develop nervousness as a 
result of irritable parents and discords in 
home life. They hear too much about the 
A-bomb menace against which there is no 
defense. Too much of their mechanical en­ 
tertainment is on the lurid side. 
What an indictment that is of the envir­ 
onment adults create for children. Unless 
adults make a major effort to regain peace 
of mind and calmness of spirit their chil­ 
dren will be heirs of the present-day neur- 
otism compounded many times. If adults 
want to make the world livable for chil­ 
dren, it is time to begin to create an en­ 
vironment in which tfye young don’t get ul­ 
cers. 


It would be an advantage in any political 
campaign if the ad hominem argument 
were discarded. The use of it generally 
makes candidates sound like noisy fish­ 
wives and adds nothing to the enlighten­ 
ment of the people. The present campaign 
has reduced itself to a slugging m a t c h 
over personalities. 
One of the arguments that I see u s e d 
constantly is that General Eisenhower sur­ 
rendered to Senator Taft. This involves an 
assumption that Senator Taft was either an 
ideological or a personal enemy of General 
Eisenhower. Actually, the most that can be 
said is that Taft is a Republican, leader of 
his party in the United States Senate, and 
a contender for the Republican nomination 
for the Presidency. His party regularity 
has never been in doubt. 
At no time has Senator Taft denied Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower’s right to be a candidate. 
If a personal schism developed, it w a s 
over the conduct of Governor Dewey, n o t 
over the conduct of General Eisenhower. 
Yet, knowing Senator Taft intimately, I 
would say that were Tom Dewey a candi­ 
date for President, Taft would be on his 
team because he firmly believes in the twe 
party system and recognizes that a party 
cannot be subject, in a free society, to dic­ 
tation by an individual but is a meeting of 
the minds on general principles, with a rec­ 
ognition of differences in c^pprdach a n d 
methods to be employed. 
It is customary for a contender w h o 
failed, to wait for the successful nominee 
to invite his active support. This is done in 
both parties. The only difference in 1952 
was that Eisenhower had never been in 
politics before and had less contact than is 
usual with the active leaders of the party. 
He had been a soldier and in recent years 
had been engaged in war and preparation 
for war outside the country. 
Therefore, Senator Taft desired, if Eisen­ 
hower was willing, to discuss party affairs, 
personalities, relations and past perform­ 
ances. This was done at the famous con­ 
ference at Morningside Drive in New York. 
At that moment, a schism existed in the 
Republican Party arising from causes that 
go back to 1932. That schism had been con­ 
tinuous since 1932 and each year became 
more intense. It was not a fight over funda­ 
mental principles, except the degree of 
American intervention in European affairs. 
It largely arose out of defeat and was stim­ 
ulated by continued defeat. Involved also 
was a growing repugnance within the Re­ 
publican Party for the continued and in­ 
creasing domination by New York, i t s 
bankers, its industrialists and its so-called 
intellectuals connected with national mag­ 
azines. 
With much of this, General Eisenhower 
was vaguely familiar. He was nominated 
because of his record in the American 
Army at war, not because of his record as 
a Republican politician. Taft, as is his hab­ 
it, puts his ideas on paper; maybe, it is a 
habit arising from Yankee thrift. That doc­ 
ument was not an ultimatum to Eisenhow- 
er; Taft had already agreed to active par­ 
ticipation in the campaign and part of his 
speaking schedule had already been ar­ 
ranged and announced by the Republican 
National Committee. It was a statement of

TREATMENTS with hormone* 
have given ua new and better 
ways of handling m any disease*. 
In fact, It ha* been said th a t we 
are living In the age of hormone*. 
Hormones are substance* m an­ 
ufactured by certain gland* in 
the body, and put by them into 
the blood stream. The blood car­ 
ries them to different part* of the 
body, where they regulate such 
activities as emotions, growth and 
sexual functions. 
Making Up Lack 
When the body ha* a shortage 
of necessary hormones they can 
sometimes be supplied by m outh 
or injection*. In this way they are 
used to treat diseases th a t come 
from the lack of hormones. 
A rthritis has been helped with 
certain hormones from the pitui­ 
tary gland and the adrenal gland. 
Certain types of cancer, such as 
cancer of the prostate In men, 
a rt helped tremendously with fe­ 
male sex hormones. 
Most everyone knows about the 
hormone insulin, which is essen­ 
tial to the proper use of starches 
and sugars in the body. 
Hormone Search 
* 
' Scientists are now searching 
for a hormone th a t may prove 
helpful to people with 
heart 
trouble. Numerous extracts have 
been obtained from h eart mu*- ! 
des and different organs, and 
their effect tested on the heart In I 


the hope they may contain the 
desired hormone. 
One such solution was obtained 
from extract* taken from heart 
and blood vessel tissues. Patients 
with heart failure, angina pec­ 
toris, or severe high blood pres­ 
sure were then given fairly large 
doses of this heart muscle extract 
by mouth. 
Half Showed Improvement 
A total of 58 patient* were 
tested in this way, about half this 
number showing a fair am ount of 
improvement. Many of the pa­ 
tient* found they could itan d 
more physical exertion alter tak­ 
ing the drug. In some It reduced 
the number of heart attack*, and 
relieved pain and other distress­ 
ing symptoms. 
At present this drug cannot re­ 
place the treatm ent of heart dis­ 
ease with digitalis, mercury and 
other excellent drugs. Time alone 
will tell if It is the key in helping 
many patients to recover through 
hormone 
treatm ent* 
for 
the 
heart.
